SECTION  II 


HEALTH  SERVICES 


(1)  Information  concerning  the  County  Health  Services  in  the  area  such  as 
Home  Help,  Chiropody  Service,  Care  and  After  Care  equipment,  are  given  in 
the  Appendix  to  this  Report,  and  further  details  may  be  obtained  from  the 
Divisional  Medical  Officer  at  the  Divisional  Medical  Office,  David  Street, 
Northwich*  Telephone  number  -  Northwich  4251. 

(2)  HOSPITAL  FACILITIES 


The  Winsford  Urban  District  lies  within  the  area  of  the  Manchester 
Regional  Hospital  Board,  whose  offices  are  at  Cheetwood  Road,  Manchester,  8. 
Telephone  number  -  Deansgate  6441. 

Several  meetings  of  the  Mid  Cheshire  Hospital  Facilities  Committee  have 
been  held  during  the  year.  It  is  pleasing  to  note  after  the  comments  in  last 
year’s  Report  that  the  District  Council  was  kept  fully  informed  of  the  future 
plans  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board.  The  Council  endorsed  the  change  in  the 
accident  service  at  the  Northwich  Infirmary  and  supported  the  recommendation 
to  the  Ministry  of  Health  that  a  new  District  Hospital  be  built  to  the  north 
west  of  Crewe  at  Leighton. 

(3)  LABORATORY  FACILITIES 


Specimens  and  samples  taken  by  the  Health  Department  are  submitted  for 
examination  to  the  Chester  Public  Health  Laboratory. 

(4)  AMBULANCE  SERVICE 


[Hie  ambulance  service  is  provided  by  the  County  Council  and  is  under 
radio  control  from  central  control  at  County  Hall,  Chester.  All  999  calls 
made  by  members  of  the  public  are  immediately  connected  to  this  central  control. 
The  arrangement  for  non-urgent  calls  is  that  the  patient  or  general  practitioner 
should  ring  the  Northwich  Depot  -  Telephone  number:  Northwich  3355. 

(5)  MIDWIFERY  &  HOME  NURSING,  Health  Visitors,  Clinics,  Old  Peopled  Clubs, 
Facilities  for  the  Elderly,  Physically  Handicapped  Club,  Family  Planning  Clinic, 
Mothers’  Club  -  see  Appendix.

SECTION  III 


NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACTS,  1948-1951 


Section  47 

Under  this  Section  when  persons  (a)  are  suffering  from  grave  chronic 
disease  or,  being  aged,  infirm  or  physically  incapacitated,  are  living  in 
insanitary  conditions,  and  (b)  are  unable  to  devote  to  themselves,  and  are 
not  receiving  from  other  persons,  proper  care  and  attention,  the  local 
authority  may  apply  to  a  Court  of  Summary  Jurisdiction  for  an  Order  to 
remove  the  person  to  a  suitable  place. 

With  regard  to  the  expeditious  procedure  as  laid  down  in  the  National 
Assistance  (Amendment)  Act,  193 1 ,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  or  any  duly 
qualified  person  acting  for  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  authorised  by 
the  Council  to  make  the  requisite  application  to  a  Justice  of  the  Peace. 

Section  50 

Under  this  Section  the  District  Council  has  the  duty  to  arrange  for 
the  burial  of  any  person  who  has  died  in  their  area,  if  no  suitable  arrangements 
for  the  disposal  of  the  body  are  being  made. 

It  was  not  necessary  to  take  any  action  under  either  of  these  Sections 
during  the  year.

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SECTION  V 


DEVELOPMENT  PLAN 


The  Town  Development  Scheme  has  made  steady  progress  during  the  year  and, 
with  Overspill  Agreements  which  the  Council  has  with  both  Manchester  and  Liverpool 
Corporations,  subsidies  are  received  for  housing  tenants  nominated  by  these 
authorities.  A  total  of  672  families  had  moved  into  the  town  under  the  Scheme 
by  December.  Five  hundred  and  twenty-four  moved  during  the  year,  most  of  the 
men  finding  employment  on  the  Council's  Industrial  Estate  or  in  other  parts  of 
the  district. 

It  is,  however,  interesting  to  note  that  of  the  648  persons  employed  on 
the  Industrial  Estate  324  were  local  people,  which  indicates  how  beneficial  the 
Town  Development  Scheme  is  to  both  local  residents  and  incoming  population  alike. 
During  the  year  three  new  factories  were  completed  and  commenced  operation, 
manufacturing  waterproofed  paper  bags,  barrier  creams,  leather  goods  and  windscreens . 
Work  was  also  in  hand  on  another  three  factories,  a  large  food  storage  depot  and  a 
laundry. 

Thirteen  factories  have  so  far  been  completed  with  a  total  floor  area  of 
526,948  sq.  ft. 

Other  industrial  development  also  took  place  in  the  district.  The  factory 
in  New  Hoad  producing  aerosols  was  extended  and  the  I.C.I.  Vacuum  Plant  at  Meadow 
Bank  was  modernised.  Site  works  commenced  on  a  factory  for  the  production  of 
concrete  units  on  the  site  of  the  old  I.C.I.  Wagon  Shops  off  Wharton  Road. 

Council  house  building  continued  on  the  Grange  Estate,  a  total  of  416  houses 
being  completed  during  the  year.  These  are  mainly  to  accommodate  the  families 
being  rehoused  from  Manchester  and  Liverpool  under  the  Overspill  Agreements.  This 
estate,  when  completed,  will  contain  over  1,000  houses  in  addition  to  a  Neighbourhood 
Shopping  area,  Community  Centre  and  new  Primary  School.  Mere  than  half  of  the 
estate  having  been  completed,  it  was  decided  to  appoint  a  Neighbourhood  Social 
Worker  to  help  the  newcomers  to  settle  in.  This  experiment  has  been 
very  successful,  and  the  officer  concerned  has  been  readily  accepted  by  the  residents 
on  the  estate  where  he  performs  a  very  valuable  social  service  to  the  new  community. 

Planning  continued  for  the  next  estate  of  700  houses  which  will  be  sited  off 
Crook  Lane.  As  all  new  Council  and  other  estates  are  smoke  control  areas,  it  was 
decided  to  use  gas  fired  "warm  air"  for  house  heating. 

After  the  Crook  Lane  project  has  been  finalised  it  is  ejected  that  the  major 
part  of  future  Council  house  building  will  be  concentrated  to  the  south  west  of 
Delamere  Street  and  Swanlow  Lane,  and  plans  are  already  in  a  preliminary  stage  for 
the  first  estate  in  these  areas.  Consideration  is  being  given,  however,  to  district 
heating  schemes  for  future  estates  as  an  alternative  to  the  open  fire. 

Work  commenced  on  the  first  phase  of  the  new  town  centre  in  the  Guildhall  area. 
This  phase  comprising  approximately  44  shopping  units  has  been  delayed,  and  it  is 
not  expected  that  it  will  be  ready  for  opening  before  Christmas  1965.  It  is 
anticipated  that  this  will  be  followed  by  two  further  phases  and  will  finally  contain 
many  public  buildings,  including  a  central  Youth  Club  and  an  Assembly  Hall,  both  of 
which  are  urgently  needed  for  the  young  and  rapidly  expanding  population.

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WATER  SUPPLY 


The  mains  supply  is  provided  by  the  Mid  and  South  East  Cheshire  Water 
Board  from  bore  holes  in  the  Delamere  area.  This  is  fed  to  the  storage 
reservoir  at  Whitby* s  Lane,  Over. 

This  water  is  satisfactory  in  quality  but  the  quantity  will  have  to  be 
supplemented  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Town  Development  which  is  now 
being  undertaken.  A  new  15"  main  is  to  be  brought  into  the  town  and  will 
join  the  existing  12”  main  in  Middlewich  Road. 

The  water  supplied  to  the  district  does  not  have  a  plumbo-solvent  action. 

Chly  one  farm  and  one  cottage  occupied  by  seven  persons  and  situated  at 
Petty  Pool,  Whitegate,  are  without  a  mains  supply.  These  premises  are  situated 
a  considerable  distance  from  a  water  main  and  the  supply  is  taken  by  gravity  from 
a  shallow  well.  The  bacteriological  condition  of  this  well  water  varies 
considerably,  sometimes  showing  evidence  of  faecal  coli.  The  occupiers  have, 
therefore,  been  advised  to  boil  the  water  before  use. 

All  other  dwelling  houses  numbering  4,686  and  occupied  by  14,113  persons, 
are  supplied  from  the  public  water  mains  direct  to  internal  taps  within  the 
houses.  There  are  no  dwelling  houses  supplied  by  means  of  stand-pipes. 

Two  samples  of  mains  supply  were  taken  by  the  Department  for  bacteriological 
examination.  In  addition,  32  similar  samples  were  taken  by  the  Water  Board. 

All  of  these  were  satisfactory,  no  colifonn  bacilli  being  present  in  100  ml. 
of  water. 


SWIMMING  BATHS 


At  the  beginning  of  the  1964  season  the  opportunity  was  taken  to  carry 
out  several  minor  improvements  at  the  Verdin  Open  Air  Brine  Swimming  Pool 
including  the  construction  of  a  new  diving  stage  and  the  re-levelling  of  the  bath 
surround.  Work  is  now  in  hand  for  further  improvements  including  the  installation 
of  basket  storage  for  swimmers  clothes.  This  new  system  will  be  brought  into 
operation  during  the  1965  season. 

The  baths  had  an  attendance  of  30,300  persons  during  1964,  compared  with 
a  total  of  33,395  the  previous  year. 

Five  samples  of  swimming  bath  water  were  taken  during  the  season  and 
submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  bacteriological  examination.  All 
were  satisfactory. 

The  Baths  Superintendent  carries  out  routine  colorimeter  tests  daily  to 
estimate  the  chlorine  levels  in  the  bath  water,  and  in  addition  12  samples  were 
taken  for  chlorine  estimations  in  the  Department* s  own  Laboratory,  using  a  new 
technique  involving  "Chlorotex"  reagent.  None  of  these  samples  was  found  to 
be  deficient  in  chlorine,  but  in  eome  the  chlorine  content  was  found  to  be 
rather  high.  In  each  case  the  attention  of  the  Baths  Superintendent  was  drawn 
to  the  fact  and  the  matter  remedied. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


The  fortnightly  refuse  collection  cycle  has  continued  throughout  the  year. 
However,  a  large  rear  loading  compressor  type  refuse  vehicle  has  been  purchased, 
a  second  one  ordered,  and  it  is  intended  to  introduce  a  weekly  collection  system 
early  in  1965. 

Refuse  disposal  is  still  being  carried  on  at  the  sites  of  the  Over  and 
Wharton  filter  beds.  The  Over  site  in  particular  is  rapidly  filling  u.p  and 
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work  on  the  preparation  of  a  new  tipping  area  adjacent  to  the  Wades  Lane  Sewage 
Disposal  Works  is  in  hand.  This  site  is  a  long  deep  valley  in  a  fairly  remote 
3 pot  well  away  from  all  habitation,  the  stream  through  the  bottom  having  been 
culverted.  Work  is  now  being  carried  out  to  form  the  access  roadway.  A 
considerable  stock  pile  of  sand  and  clay  is  held  at  -this  site  for  use  as  covering 
material  when  refuse  tipping  commences. 

As  soon  as  tipping  ends  at  the  Over  and  Whartoru  filter  beds  these  sites 
will  be  covered  and  levelled  with  the  soil  and  clay  which  i3  being  held  at  these 
locations. 

SEWERAGE  AM)  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


Good  progross  has  been  maintained  during  the  year  on  the  construction  of 
the  Council’s  main  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  scheme  at  Wades  Lane  under  the 
direction  of  Messrs.  Ward,  Ashcroft  and  Parkman,  Consulting  Engineers  of  Liverpool. 
The  new  works  were  brought  into  operation  during  November  and  the  whole  scheme  was 
near  to  completion  by  the  end  of  the  year,  several  months  ahead  of  schedule.  The 
original  filter  bed  disposal  works  -on  the  banks  of  the  flashes  which  have  served 
the  town  for  many  years  have  now  been  abandoned,  all  flows  having  been  diverted 
into  the  new  sewers  and  thence  to  the  new  main  disposal  works.  The  whole  of 
the  flow  from  Wharton  and  from  the  lower  areas  in  the  centre  of  the  town  is 
pumped. up  to  the  level  of  the  main  gravity  sewer  to  the  new  works. 

At  the  Wades  Lane  Works  a  Manager's  house,  administration  block,  workshops, 
etc,,  have  been  provided,,  and.  a  qualified  Sewage  Works  Manager  has  been  appointed 
to  take  charge  of  these  Works,  the  associated  Pumping  Stations  and  the  three 
smaller  Works  at  Clive,  Meadow  Bank  and  Whitegate. 

Work  is  shortly  to  be  put  in  hand  to  relieve  the  Clive  works  of  a 
substantial  proportion  of  the  flow  with  which  they  at  present  have  to  deal,  and 
this  should  improve  conditions  at  these  works  considerably.  Work  was  re-started 
towards  the  end  of  the  year  on  the  completion  of  the  additional  sludge  beds  at 
the  Meadow  Bank  Works  and  this  is  now  finished. 

Messrs.  Ward,  Ashcroft  and  Parkman  have  been  retained  by  the  Council  to 
prepare  a  report  on  the  drainage  of  the  area  to  the  west  of  the  Swanlow  Lane/ 
Delamere  Street  ridge  where  the  next  stages  of  the  Town  Development  Scheme 
building  are  to  take  place. 

Nightsoil  collection  is  done,  where  necessary,  by  an  attachment  on  the 
motor  gully/cesspool  emptier  and  the  same  machine  is  used  to  provide  a  service 
for  the  emptying  of  private  septic  tanks  within  the  district. 

SANITARY  ACCOMMODATION 


All  the  19  properties  in  the  Swanlow  South  area  have  now  been  converted 
to  W.C's.  Seven  were  done  in  default,  the  work  being  put  out  to  tender  and 
carried  out  by  contractors  on  the  Council’s  behalf. 

There  are  still  some  properties  in  the  district  with  pail  or  privy  closets. 
It  may  be  possible  for  those  in  Littler  Lane  to  be  connected  to  the  new  sewage 
works  contemplated  for  the  development  in  this  area,  or  alternatively  they  could 
be  pumped  by  means  of  a  rising  main  to  the  sewer  in  Delamere  Street. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 


A  block  of  Public  Conveniences  is  planned  for  the  new  shopping  area  and 
this  will  provide  adequate  modem  facilities  in  the  town  centre.  The  existing 
conveniences  throughout  the  town  have  been  maintained  although  damage  by 
vandalism  and  misuse  makes  this  task  increasingly  difficult. 
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RODENT  CONTROL 


Seven  new  contracts  were  made  with  industrial  and  business  premises 
for  the  control  of  rats  and  mice.  This  brings  the  total  of  contracts  held 
for  this  service  to  twenty-five.  Regular  monthly  inspections  and  quarterly 
treatments  are  made,  and  this  ensures  that  any  infestation  is  quickly 
eradicated  before  it  can  become  established. 

The  heaviest  infestations  of  rats  occur  at  the  refuse  tips  where  the 
dumping  of  waste  food-s tuffs  by  greengrocers  offers  a  readily  acceptable 
source  of  food  to  these  pests.  It  cannot  be  stressed  too  often  that 
adequate  control  of  tipping  with  the  covering  of  all  refuse  is  essential 
if  pests  are  to  be  kept  under  control. 

INSECT  CONTROL 


Most  of  this  work  has  been  concerned  with  the  eradication  of  insect  pests 
in  domestic  premises.  Many  infestations  of  ants  and  one  each  of  bugs  and  fleas 
were  successfully  eradicated. 

Twenty-three  garden  hedges  were  treated  to  control  heavy  infestations  of 
the  caterpillar  stage  of  the  small  Eimine  Moth*  This  appears  to  be  a  endemic 
problem  in  many  parts  of  the  County,  and  attempts  at  complete  control  would  be 
extremely  costly.

The  limited  planning  permission  and  licence  for  two  caravans  at  Grange  lane 
has  expired  and  this  site  is  no  longer  in  use. 

An  application  for  a  site  licence  for  the  Dock  House  Caravan  Site  has  been 
received  and  was  considered  by  the  Plans  Committee  on  the  21st  April,  1964. 

It  was  approved  that  a  site  licence  be  granted  for  nine  caravans.  However,  the 
licence  has  not  been  issued  as  a  Discontinuance  Order  required  by  the  Cheshire 
County  Council  is  to  be  served  on  the  owner  of  the  site. 

During  the  year  the  site  known  as  Stoneleys  Camping  Site,  William  Street, 
Winsford,  Cheshire,  changed  hands  and  is  now  known  as  the  "Ideal"  Caravan  Site, 
William  Street,  Winsford.  The  new  owner  has  done  a  considerable  amount  of  work 
on  this  site  to  comply  with  the  licence  and  conditions  on  the  site  are  much 
improved,  viz.  the  provision  of  electric  lighting,  showers,  laundry  and  other 
facilities. 

The  owner  of  the  Stock  Hill  Camping  Site  applied  for  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  caravans  permitted  on  the  site.  Hiis  application  was  granted  and 
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the  site  works  required  to  comply  with  the  conditions  of  the  site  licence 

are  well  in  hand  and  should  be  completed  shortly. 

An  application  for  a  licence  for  a  new  caravan  site  at  Stock  Hill, 
Bottom  Plash,  was  received  and  the  application  granted  in  respect  of  40 
caravans  for  recreational  purposes  only.  Work  on  this  site  has  commenced 
and  will  involve  special  construction  of  certain  buildings  and  drainage,  due 
to  the  nature  of  the  ground  on  which  the  site  is  situated. 

It  should  be  noted  that  this  type  of  development  along  the  west  bank 
of  the  flashes  sterilizes  this  area  for  comprehensive  re-development  in  the 
future  and  will  prevent  public  access  to  the  water's  edge  all  along  this 
western  bank  within  the  district. 

RECREATION  GROUNDS 


The  existing  recreation  grounds  at  Over  and  Wharton  are  being  maintained 
with  bowling  greens,  tennis  courts,  children’s  play  equipment  and  other 
facilities.  The  opportunity  has  been  taken  during  the  year  of  tipping  surplus 
excavated  material  on  the  open  area  adjacent  to  the  Wharton  Recreation  Ground 
which  it  is  planned  to  develop  as  an  extension  to  the  recreational  facilities 
in  the  district. 

A  Working  Party  of  officials  has  been  set  up  to  study  the  provision  of 
amenities  which  are  essential  to  the  Town  Development  Scheme.  Inevitably, 

in  such  schemes  the  provision  of  adequate  social  amenities  lags  behind  other 
major  necessities  and  it  will  be  some  time  before  all  the  required  amenities  can 
be  provided,  particularly  if  the  cost  has  to  be  borne  by  the  Council. 

Members  of  Keele  University  have  undertaken  a  social  and  economic  survey 
of  the  progress  of  the  Town  Development  Scheme.  Prom  their  report,  the 
amenities  most  missed  by  the  newcomers  to  the  town  were  improved  'bus  services, 
youth  clubs,  a  social  or  community  centre,  a  nursery  school,  more  cinemas,  parks 
and  play  spaces  and  better  hospital  facilities. 

The  Council  has  already  approved  the  provision  of  a  Community  Centre  for 
the  Grange  Estate  and  the  County  Council  has  sought  Ministerial  approval  for  a 
Central  Youth  Club.  Other  amenities  will  follow  in  the  wake  of  these  as  soon 
as  the  Council  can  find  the  necessary  resources. 

REGISTRATION  OF  HAIRDRESSERS  AND  EARBERS 


All  persons  carrying  on  the  trade  of  Hairdresser  and  Barber  are  required 
to  register  themselves  and  their  premises  with  the  Council  under  the  provisions 
of  Section  148  of  the  Cheshire  County  Council  Act,  1953.

All  the  premises  are  inspected  as  a  matter  of  routine.  During  these 
inspections,  minor  contraventions  have  been  found  and  brought  to  the  attention 
of  the  Management.

OFFENSIVE  TRADES 


The  C.W.S.  Bacon  Factory  is  registered  under  Section  107  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936,  to  undertake  gat  scraping,  blood  drying  and  bone  boiling. 

At  times  the  plant  has  emitted  offensive  odours,  and  this  has  been  found 
to  be  mainly  due  to  lack  of  effective  condensation  of  the  gases.  This  matter 
is  receiving  the  attention  of  the  Management. 

SCRAP  METAL  DEALERS 


Four  persons  are  registered  under  the  Public  Health  Acts  (Amendment) 
Act,  1907,  as  dealers  in  old  metal.  This  Act  requires  such  dealers  to  keep 
records  of  the  materials  which  they  buy  and  sell. 


PET  ANIMALS  ACT.  1951. 


This  Act  governs  premises  where  pet  animals  are  sold  and  requires  the 
owners  of  the  pet  shop  to  be  licensed.  Suitably  accommodation  and  care  must 
be  provided  for  the  animals  in  accordance  with  the  Act. 

One  premise  is  licensed  under  this  Act. 

NOISE  ABATEMENT  ACT.  I960.  &  CHESHIRE  COUNTY  COUNCIL  ACT.  1953. 


One  complaint  of  noise  was  received  during  the  year.  The  complaint 
originated  from  a  householder  living  near  a  factory  and  upon  investigation  it 
was  found  that  the  source  of  the  noise  was  an  electric  motor  situated  in  the 
factory  and  emitting  a  high-pitched  whine.  The  motor  casing  was  Insulated 
against  sound  as  far  as  practicable  and  could  not  be  insulated  further  due 
to  dangers  from  over-heating  and  consequent  fire-risk.  There  was  nothing 
further  that  could  be  done  to  minimise  the  noise,  which  was,  however,  not 
excessive.

HOUSING  ACT.  1957 


SLUM  CLEARANCE 


Action  was  being  taken  or  had  been  completed  in  respect  of  the  59  houses 
in  the  second  slum  clearance  programme.  In  addition,  6  temporary  dwellings 
were  dealt  with  on  one  of  the  licensed  caravan  sites,  these  dwellings  consisted 
of  such  structures  as  train  and  ’bus  bodies,  sheds,  etc.,  and  in  seme  cases  had 
not  been  occupied  for  some  time. 

In  respect  of  10  houses  in  Charles  Street,  proposals  were  received  and 
accepted,  to  convert  then  into  5  satisfactory  dwellings  providing  larger 
living  accommodation,  together  with  bathrooms  and  ventilated  foodstores. 

However,  the  owner  after  much  deliberation  has  new  decided  that  this  is  not 
an  economic  proposition,  and  has  requested  that  we  proceed  with  demolition  orders. 

With  regard  to  certain  other  properties  being  dealt  with  under  slum 
clearance  the  Council  is  negotiating  for  the  purchase  of  the  property  in  order 
to  acquire  the  sites  for  future  development  purposes.

BTPROVEMENT  OF  HOUSES  (Housing  Act,  1964) 

Parts  II  and  III  of  the  above  Act  came  into  operation  on  the  16th  August, 

1964. 

Local  authorities  now  have  the  duty  to  inspect  their  district  to  identify 
areas  suitable  for  improveiient .  Where  they  define  such  areas,  they  may  then 
apply  their  powers  to  compel  improvements  of  tenanted  houses  in  these  areas. 

In  addition,  local  authorities  may  compel  owners  to  improve  tenanted  dwellings 
at  the  request  of  the  tenant. 

The  consent  of  the  tenant  has  to  be  obtained  before  an  owner  can  carry 
out  improvements  and  the  possibility  of  re-housing  commitments  at  the  end  of 
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five  years,  where  tenants  still  withhold  consent  to  improvements,  will  have 
to  be  taken  into  consideration. 

Part  III  of  the  Act  is  designed  to  increase  the  attractiveness  of  grants 
and  should  help  to  interest  both  owner-occupiers  and  landlords  in  the 
advantages  of  house  improvement. 

At  the  present  time  a  comprehensive  survey  is  being  undertaken  to  gather 
information  on  properties  where  improvements  could  be  made.  The  Minister 
commends  the  advantages  of  a  systematic  approach  to  voluntary  improvement  by 
taking  convenient  areas  and  concentrating  effort  in  then. 

The  Minister  also  emphasises  that  area  improvement  is  something  more  than 
a  means  of  providing  amenities  in  individual  houses,  end  should  be  part  of  a 
process  of  urban  renewal  so  that  local  authorities,  in  implementing  their  schemes 
of  improvement  should  consider  all  measures  open  to  them  for  improving  the 
quality  of  the  environment  such  as  the  provision  of  new  street  furniture,  tree 
planting,  more  parking  facilities  and  better  open  spaces,  as  well  as  the 
considerations  of  a  smoke  control  programme. 

A  publicity  drive  within  a  designated  Improvement  Area  should  do  much  to 
convince  both  tenants  and  owners  of  the  advantages  of  improving  their  houses, 
and  one  aspect  of  this  drive  could  be  the  use  of  a  Show  House  improved  to  the 
acquired  standard  and  open  to  viewing  by  the  public. 

Twenty  Improvement  Grants  were  approved  during  the  year,  of  these  9  were 
Discretionary  Grants  and  11  were  Standard  Grants.  The  total  number  of  grants 
approved  since  the  inception  of  the  scheme  under  the  Housing  Act,  1949,  is  251. 

The  work  of  modernisation  of  the  Council's  pre-war  houses  is  now 
substantially  complete  and  it  is  not  anticipated  that  any  further  work  of  this 
nature  will  be  done.

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COUNCIL  HOUSING 


At  the  31st  December,  1964,  the  Council  owned  1,776  dwellings; 

416  dwellings  had  been  completed  on  the  Grange  Estate  making  a  total  of  660  new 
dwellings  built  under  the  Town  Development.  By  the  end  of  the  year  work  was 
in  hand  on  three  major  housing  contracts  and  it  is  expected  that  a  further  335 
dwellings  will  be  completed  on  the  Grange  Estate,  and  150  dwellings  on  the 
Crook  Lane  Estate  in  1965. 


Of  the  new  dwellings  handed  over  in  1964,  386  were  let  to  families  who 
moved  into  the  town  in  connection  with  the  Town  Development  Scheme,  and  30  to 
local  people. 


In  addition,  118  vacancies  occurred  in  existing  houses  making  a  total 
of  534  dwellings  available  for  letting.

OFFICES .  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT.  1963. 

This  Act,  provides  employees  in  offices,  shops  and  railway  premises  with 
minimum  environmental  working  conditions  such  as  have  to  be  provided  for 
industrial  workers  under  the  Factory  Acts. 

The  Fire  Authority  and  Her  Majesty's  Inspectorate  of  Mines  and  Quarries 
have  responsibilities  in  their  specialist  fields  and  Her  Majesty's  Factory- 
Inspectorate  are  responsible  for  the  provisions  of  the  Act  in  offices  within 
the  curtilage  of  powered  factories,  local  authority  and  railway  premises.  The 
local  authorities  are  responsible  for  the  enforcement  of  the  Act  in  all  other 
premises.

1.  Overcrowding 

2 .  Temperature 

3 .  Ventilation 

4.  Lighting 

5 .  First-aid 

6.  Washing  and  eating  facilities 

7.  Provision  of  sanitary  conveniences

9.  Seating 

10.  Levels  of  noise 

11.  Cloakroom  accommodation 
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During  the  year  forms  of  application  relating  to  Registration  of  Premises, 
to  which  the  Act  applies,  were  circulated  to  the  Managers  of  all  establishments 
likely  to  be  effected.  One  hundred  and  twenty-nine  forms  were  returner1  and  the 
premises  registered.  Ten  notices  covering  thirty-five  contraventions  have  been 
served  following  visits  of  general  inspection.

INSPECTION  ANN  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


FOOD  PREMISES 

There  are  177  food,  premises  in.  the  town,  which  are  classified  as  follows :- 

65  General  groceries  and  provisions,  including  4  outdoor 
beer  licences, 

8  Premises  with  bakehouses  and  shops  selling  bread, 
confectionery  and  grocery. 

25  Licensed  Premises 

28  Premises  selling  sweets 

6  Fish  and  Chip  Shops 

7  Greengrocers,  including  4  selling  wet  fish 

16  Butchers  Shops 

10  Industrial  Canteens 

8  School  Canteens 

4  Cafes 

All  have  been  inspected  and  contraventions  and  defects  noted  have  been 
notified  to  the  owners.  These  contraventions  and  defects  have  been  remedied 
or  are  in  hand. 

Sirty-seven  of  the  above  premises  are  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice-cream. 
SAMPLING  OF  COOKED  MEATS,  etc. 


One  hundred  and  eight  samples  of  meat  and  meat  products  and  other  foods 
have  been  taken  during  the  year.  Of  these  seventeen  samples  proved  to  be 
unsatisfactory,  AT though  no  specific  food  poisoning  organisms  were  isolated, 
the  results  indicated  that  there  is  a  risk  that  this  could  happen* 

In  every  case  of  an  unsatisfactory  sample  follow-up  samples  and  inspection 
have  been  made. 

Where  the  unsatisfactory  products  have  been  manufactured  in  the  district, 
much  work  has  been  done  to  ascertain  the  reasons  for  their  failure  to  reach  a 
satisfactory  standard.  Therefore,  not  only,  have  food  samples  been  taken  but 
also  swabs  of  items  of  equipment,  such  as  bench  tops,  cloths,  brushes,  and 
utensils . 

A  detailed  survey  of  the  premises  and  processes  cf  a  major  food  factory 
was  carried  out  with  the  co-operation  of  the  Management  and  a  Technical 
Representative  of  the  firm  .supplying  the  liquid  steriliser  in  u.se  at  the  premises. 
This  was  done  and  a  full  report  of  the  survey  and  recommendations  on  sterilisation 
techniques  to  be  used  were  submitted  to  the  firm. 

As  the  survey  took  place  in  the  latter  weeks  of  the  year,  it  remains  to  be 
seen  what  effect  the  recommendations  have  had. 

The  basis  of  safety  in  the  food  industry  remains  based,  however,  on  the 
strict  supervision  cf  the  highest  standards  of  (i)  personal  hygiene  and  (ii) 
general  cleansing  processes. 

FOOD  HYGIENE 


Regulations  have  been  made  under  the  Officer,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises 
Act,  1963,  regarding  the  protection  of  operatives  on  dangerous  machinery  such  as 
bacon  slicing  machines  in  shops,  but  difficulties  may  arise  as  to  the  hygenic 
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construction  of  these  guards  used  in  the  food  trade.  The  interlocked  cages 
recommended  ty  the  Ministry  of  Labour  for  the  guarding  of  this  type  of  machine 
is  likely  to  cause  difficulties  from  a  food  hygiene  point  of  view,  and  it  is 
considered  that  such  guards  should  be  plastic  coated  to  facilitate  easy  cleaning. 

Luring  the  Aberdeen  Typhoid  outbreak  directives  were  received  regarding 
certain  batches  of  canned  corned  beef  concerned  in  the  outbreak.  All  traders 
in  the  town  were  circularised  and  requested  to  withdraw  stocks  with  the  serial 
numbers  concerned.  At  the  same  time,  visits  were  made  where  retailers  and 
warehouses  had  these  stocks. 

The  opportunity  was  taken  to  remind  all  employees  and  employers  in  the 
food  trades  of  the  importance  of  personal  hygiene. 

It  was  interesting  to  note  that  the  publicity  given  to  the  outbreak  of 
Typhoid  in  Aberdeen  stimulated  the  public* s  interest  in  the  condition  of  food 
purchased  and  four  of  the  five  complaints  received  during  the  year  concerned 
the  sale  of  unsound  food.  Pour  were  in  June,  the  time  of  the  outbreak. 

The  complaints  concerned  pre-packed  bacon  (out-of-date)  a  made-up  trifle, 
a  sponge  bar,  a  pork  pie  (all  with  mould),  and  a  milk  roll  containing  a  fly. 

On  investigation  it  was  apparent  that  a  common  fault  was  faulty  stock  rotation 
at  retailers  outlets. 

All  the  above  complaints  were  reported  to  the  Public  Health  and  Housing 
Committee,  and  upon  instructions  from  the  Committee,  warning  letters  were  sent 
to  the  Managements  concerned  pointing  out  also  that  should  any  further  complaints 
of  a  similar  nature  be  received  the  matter  would  be  taken  further. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  public  will  continue  to  bring  complaints  of  unsound 
food  to  the  notice  of  the  Department. 

ICE-CREAM 


Twenty  samples  of  ice-cream  were  taken  during  the  year. 

Of  the  twenty  samples  taken,  the  following  were  the  results:—

There  is  only  one  establishment  registered  for  the  manufacture  of  ice-cream 
and  much  time  has  again  been  spent  instructing  the  Owner  in  the  procedure  of 
proper  and  efficient  pasteurisation  of  his  product. 


HEALTH  EDUCATION 


The  local  Co-operative  Society  held  an  Internal  Group  Course  for  it*s 
Branch  Managers  towards  the  end  of  the  year,  and  after  consultation  with  the 
Management  of  the  Society  it  was  arranged  for  members  of  the  Health  Department 
to  give  a  talk,  followed  by  a  film  and  general  discussion  on  food  hygiene,  on 
one  night  of  the  course. 

It  is  hoped  to  institute  a  series  of  lectures  and  demonstrations  for 
food  handlers  in  the  various  food  trades  in  the  coming  year. 
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MILK  SUPPLY 


Close  liaison  exists  between  this  Department  and  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors  of  the  Cheshire  Counby  Council,  in  the  control  of  milk  supplies 
within  the  area.  There  are  26  premises  registered  under  the  Milk  and 
Dairies  Regulations. 

One  hundred  and  twenty  samples  of  milk  were  taken  by  the  County  Health 
Department  during  the  year.  These  were  examined  at  the  Chester  Public 
Health  Laboratory  with  regard  to  the  keeping  quality,  efficiency  of  pasteurisation 
and  for  the  presence  of  Tuberculous  or  Brucella  infection,  where  appropriate. 

Of  these  120  samples,  3  failed  with  regard  to  keeping  quality,  but  cn 
investigation  and  re-sampling  the  results  were  satisfactory.

Department  in  connection  with  the  control  of  Brucella  infection  in  raw  milk 
supplies :

Brucella  organisms  were  not  isolated  from  any  of  these  samples.

SLAUGHTER  OF  ANIMALS  ACT.  1958. 


Twenty- three  licences  to  slaughter  animals  under  the  provisions  of  the 
above  Act  have  been  issued  during  the  year,  seven  of  these  were  for  the  use  of 
the  captive  bolt  pistol  and  Elec tro-le thaler  on  Cattle,  Sheep,  Swine  and  Goats. 
Seven  were  for  the  use  of  the  captive  bolt  pistol  only  on  Cattle,  Sheep,  Swine 
and  Goats;  seven  for  the  use  of  the  Electro-lethaler  only  on  Swine,  and  two  were 
for  the  use  of  the  captive  bolt  pistol  and  Electro-lethaler  on  Swine  only. 

SLAUGHTERHOUSES  AND  MEAT  INSPECTION 


There  are  five  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  district,  including  the 
C.W.S.  Bacon  Factory.  Regular  slaughtering  takes  place  at  four  of  these  premises 
and  overtime  is  worked  by  the  inspection  sta.ff  on  duty.  The  fifth  slaughterhouse 
has  not  commenced  slaughtering. 

MEAT  INSPECTION  (Meat  Inspection  Regulations  1965) 


Increasing  use  is  being  made  of  laboratory  techniques  as  an  aid  to  meat 
inspection,  and  although  this  is  time  consuming,  the  results  have,  in  cur  opinion, 
proved  very  worthwhile.  Laboratory  examinations  are  made  to  assist  the  Inspector 
in  coming  to  a  decision  when  the  carcase  shows  suspicious  macroscopic  changes. 

The  methods  that  are  used,  at  Winsford  are  basically  those  adopted  by  the 


Danish  Meat  Inspection  Authorities,  where  they  have  been  in  use  since  1920, 
and  recognised  officially  since  1932. 

In  cases  vrhere  more  detailed  examinations  are  required,  e.g.  Histological 
sections  of  tissues,  the  facilities  offered  by  the  Department  of  Veterinary 
Pathology  at  Liverpool  University  are  made  use  of. 


An  interesting  case  has  recently  been  reported  from  another  Authority 
concerning  the  occurrence  of  Anthrax  in  pigs.  In  cattle,  the  symptoms  are 
quite  spectacular,  but  in  pigs  not  so  marked  and  can  easily  pass  unnoticed. 
The  only  evidence  of  infection  in  the  pigs  which  they  examined  was  intestinal 
inflammation,  indistinguishable  macrscopically  from  that  associated  with  the 
more  usual  types  of  enteritis.  However,  pigs  of  the  same  producer  sent  in 
a  few  days  earlier  had  proved  positive,  having  displayed  the  characteristic 
oedematous  swelling  of  the  throat  accompanied  by  the  intestinal  inflammation, 
and  it  was  this  that  had  led  to  further  investigation.  Blood  smears  were 
taken  and  examined  and  found  to  be  positive  in  each  case.  This  emphasizes, 
if  no  other  reason  could  be  urged,  the  importance  of  providing  a  microscope 
and  facilities  for  staining  slides  in  every  Meat  Inspector's  office. 


Examples  of  the  use  of  Laboratory  examination  are  set  out  below  :-

ATMOSPHERIC  POlLiTTTON  -  3MQKS  CONTROL  AREAS 


Seven  Smoke  Control  Areas  are  ncwcperative  in  the  town  and  they  cover 
most  of  the  new  housing  development  which  is  taking  place.  Difficulties 
have  been  experienced  in  the  management  of  these  Smoke  Control  Areas  especially 
on  the  Grange  Estate.  A  number  of  meetings  with  the  fuel  distributors  and 
suppliers  took  place  during  the  year  in  an  effort  uo  re-establish  the  Smoke 
Control  Policy.  The  last  of  these  meetings  proved  to  be  the  most  satisfactory 
because  the  "Coalite"  representative  assured  the  fuel  distributors  of  consistent 
supplies.  Re-assurance  was  also  given  by  the  National  Coal  Board  on  their 
efforts  at  producing  a  suitable  smokeless  fuel  acceptable  to  the  general  public. 

Many  of  those  at  the  meeting  stressed  the  need  for  Statutory  Action  by 
the  Council  against  offending  householders  in  Smoke  Control  Areas . 


ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION  -  MEASUREMENT 


The  Department’s  own  modified  analysis  continues  to  operate  satisfactorily. 

Since  the  siting  of  the  Deposit  Gauge  at  the  New  School,  Grange  Lane, 
interest  has  been  shown  by  the  Headmaster  and  he  has  allowed  certain  pupils  in 
the  Senior  Forms  to  visit  the  Department  when  the  complete  analysis  has  been 
explained  to  them.  The  pupils  concerned  showed  considerable  interest  during 
their  visits. 

It  is  now  possible  to  purchase  an  instrument  capable  of  operating  for 
seven  days  without  attention,  which  automatically  measures  the  amount  of  smoke 
and  30^  in  the  atmosphere  during  each  2d-hour  period.  The  titrations  necessary 
to  determine  the  SC'  concentration  could  be  carried  out  in  the  Department’s  own 
laboratory.  (SO^  =  Sulphur  Dioxide) . 

Such  an  instrument  would  give  information  regarding  the  trends  in  atmospheric 
pollution  which  would  be  of  particular  value  in  view  of  the  increasing  urbanisation 
of  the  area.

Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Report  for  1964. 

The  opening  of  the  Training  Centre  for  mentally  sub-normal  children  and 
adults  was  the  major  extension  of  County  Council  services  in  this  area,  the 
Divisional  Health  Committee  having  the  responsibility  for  the  day  to  day  manage- 
ment  of  the  Centres. 

The  services  for  the  physically  handicapped  have  continued  to  expand  and  it 
has  been  very  encouraging  to  note  the  considerable  interest  shown  in  this  aspect 
of  community  service.  I  could  not  write  of  this  without  expressing  my  apprec¬ 
iation  to  Mrs.  Bellamy  for  her  personal  interest  in  the  Highfield  Club,  and  to 
the  W.V.S.  and  others  for  their  unstinting  help  during  the  year.  I  hope  that 
1965  will  see  the  formation  of  a  local  Association  for  the  Physically  Handicapped 
which  can  further  encourage  and  channel  this  community  interest. 

Two  part-time  Clinic  Clerks  have  been  appointed  to  relieve  the  Health 
Visitors  of  some  of  their  clerical  work,  so  enabling  the  latter  to  devote  more  of 
their  valuable  time  to  their  professional  duties. 

It  is  extremely  pleasing  to  report  the  formation  of  co-ordination  Committees 
by  the  Area  Children's  Officer.  These  will  undoubtedly  lead  to  an  improvement 
in  the  services  for  the  rehabilitation  of  problem  families. 

The  Divisional  Health  Committee’s  recommendation  to  the  County  Council  that 
authority  be  given  to  hold  a  Cervical  Smear  Clinic  for  two  sessions  per  week  was 
accepted.  At  the  time  of  writing  approval  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  to  the 
County  Council's  proposals  is  still  awaited. 

The  shortage  of  geriatric  beds  in  the  area  has  continued  and  inevitably  a 
heavy  burden  falls  on  the  nursing  and  home  help  services.  As  always,  they  have 
coped  magnificently. 

Finally,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  I  wish  to  thank  you  for  your  support  and 
interest  during  the  year,  Mr.  Durrad,  Mrs.  Moore  and  the  Officers  of  other 
Departments  and  Organisations  for  their  co-operation  and  assistance,  and 
Mr.  Whiting  and  Members  of  the  Divisional  Staff  who  have,  as  always,  given  me 
their  full  support.

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HEALTH  EDUCATION. 


The  basic  health  education  work  in  the  Division  has  continued  to  be 

carried  out  by  the  Health  Visitors  and  Nurses  in  their  everyday  contacts 
with  the  public. 

During  the  year  we  were  supplied  with  a  16  mm  cine  sound  projector, 
and  this  piece  of  equipment  is  proving  of  considerable  value  in  increasing 
and  enhancing  the  health  education  activities  now  undertaken  by  the  Department. 

I  anticipate  that  the  Health  Visitors  will  be  making  greater  use  of  this 
educational  medium  in  their  various  activities  during  1965.  One  distinct 
advantage  of  using  the  projector  during  Child  Welfare  Clinics  will  be  that 
really  first  class  health  education  can  be  given  to  a  group  of  mothers  whilst 
the  Health  Visitor  continues  with  her  Clinic  work,  merely  being  on  hand  after 
the  showing  to  discuss  points  raised  by  the  group.  Several  excellent  films 
are  available  suitable  for  showing  to  audiences  of  young  couples  expecting 
their  first  child,  and  my  Chief  Clerk,  who  has  undertaken  in  the  main  the 
duties  of  projectionist,  has  been  co-operating  with  the  Health  Visitors  in 
showing  these  films  to  meetings  of  such  groups  in  the  evening. 

A  reflection  of  the  interest  of  the  community  in  the  physically  handicapped 
has  been  the  increasing  number  of  requests  which  I  have  received  from  voluntary 
and  statutory  organisations  to  talk  to  their  members  on  the  services  available 
for  this  section  of  the  community.  An  exhibition  of  services  for  the 
physically  handicapped  was  staged  on  the  occasion  of  the  Official  Opening  of 
the  Highfield  Social  Club,  and  reference  is  made  to  this  in  the  Section 
"Services  for  the  Physically  Handicapped".

As  outlined  in  last  year’s  Report,  our  Immunisation  sessions  were  planned  to 
follow  the  School  Medical  Officers'  routine  medical  examinations  in  infant  and 
junior  schools,  but  I  propose  during  1965  to  visit  schools  independently  of  the 
School  Medical  Officers  and  to  offer  immunisation  to  the  parents  of  all  children 
requiring  Diphtheria,  Tetanus  or  Poliomyelitis  immunisation. 

The  giving  of  Anti-Tetanus  serum  following  an  injury  is  always  a  matter  of 
concern  due  to  the  relatively  high  incidence  of  reactions  following  its  admin¬ 
istration.  As  is  well  known,  there  is  always  the  real  risk  (in  the  unprotected) 
of  developing  Tetanus  after  even  the  most  minor  injury. 

Following  discussion  with  General  Practitioners  and  one  of  the  local 
Consultants,  Tetanus  immunisation  was  offered  for  children  attending  Weave rham 
County  Secondary  School,  aged  twelve/thirteen  years,  and  it  is  interesting  to  note 
that  92/u  of  the  parents  consented  to  this  procedure.  I  would  like  to  express  my 
appreciation  to  the  Headmaster  and  his  Staff  for  their  enthusiastic  co-operation. 

In  view  of  this  response,  Tetanus  immunisation  has  been  offered  to  all  the  children 
attending  this  school,  and  I  propose  as  Staff  time  permits,  to  extend  this  Scheme 
to  all  other  secondary  schools  within  the  Division. 

The  parents  of  each  child  who  has  completed  a  course  of  Tetanus  immunisation 
is  sent  a  card  recording  the  dates  of  immunisation  together  with  a  letter 
emphasising  the  importance  of  keeping  the  record  card  safely  and  advising  when  it 
will  be  needed.

SMALLPOX  VACC INAT I ON . 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  following  table,  there  has  been  an  increase  in 
the  number  of  children  under  the  age  of  five  years  vaccinated  against  Smallpox. 

These  figures  are  not  directly  comparable  with  recent  years,  due  to  the 
unusually  large  number  of  children  vaccinated  during  1962  following  the  Smallpox 
outbreak,  and  also  to  the  increasing  acceptance  by  Doctors  and  patients  of  the 
view  that  the  optimum  time  for  infant  vaccination  is  during  the  second  year  of 
life.

B.C.G.  VACCINATION. 


B.C.G.  Vaccination  is  available  to  all  children  attending  County  Schools  at 
the  age  of  12/l3  years,  and  once  again  it  is  pleasing  to  report  that  the  accept¬ 
ance  rate  has  increased.  Vaccination  is  offered  to  absentees  on  subsequent 
visits  to  the  school.  The  percentage  of  children  found  to  be  tuberculin 
positive  i.e.  those  children  who  have  been  infected  with  tuberculosis  at  some 
stage  of  their  life,  once  again  has  decreased.  Those  children  found  to  be 
tuberculin  positive  are  referred  to  the  Chest  Clinic  for  examination  to  exclude 
the  possibility  of  their  having  active  Tuberculosis. 

Due  to  the  illnesses  of  the  School  Medical  Staff  already  referred  to,  it  was 
not  possible  to  carry  out  the  full  B.C.G.  programme,  tut  it  is  anticipated  that 
this  will  be  brought  fully  up  to  date  during  1965. 

B.C.G.  vaccination  against  Tuberculosis  is  carried  out  at  the  local  Chest 
Clinic  on  actual  contacts  of  cases  of  Tuberculosis,  and  some  maternity  hospitals 
in  Manchester  vaccinate  new-born  babies.

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SERVICES  FOR  THE  PHYSICALLY  HANDICAPPED. 


HIGHFIELD  SOCIAL  CLUB  &  HANDICRAFT  GROUP. 

This  highly  successful  Club  has  continued  to  meet  every  two  weeks,  and  by  the 
end  of  the  year  membership  was  forty. 

As  an  experiment  and  with  the  co-operation  of  Mr.  L.  Burton,  the  County 
Organiser  for  Welfare  Services  for  the  Handicapped,  a  Scheme  for  Outwork  was 
commenced.  It  soon  became  obvious,  however,  that  this  Scheme  could  not  satisfact¬ 
orily  be  operated  without  a  proper  organisation  to  deal  with  the  transport  and 
collection  of  both  the  raw  materials  and  finished  articles.  As  it  was  not  possible 
to  institute  such  an  organisation  it  was  decided  to  discontinue  the  Scheme. 

In  June  arrangements  were  made  by  the  Divisional  Staff  for  a  visit  to  be  made 
by  Club  Members  to  Chester  Zoo.  Thirty- two  members  and  thirty-five  volunteer 
helpers  participated.  As  the  Club  members  either  took  or  were  provided  with  a 
wheelchair  at  the  Zoo,  the  lot  of  the  volunteer  helpers  was  indeed  a  very  tiring  one, 
and  I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  all  the  people  who  so  ably  assisted  us  on 
this  very  successful  and  much  appreciated  day  out. 

In  September  the  members  attended  a  performance  of  "Showboat"  given  by  the 
Knutsford  Amateur  Operatic  Society.  The  kindness  of  the  Manager  of  the  Society  in 
making  available  a  block  booking  for  our  members  at  reduced  prices  was  indeed  very 
much  appreciated. 

Without  doubt  these  two  visits  have  proved  to  be  memorable  occasions  for  the 
members,  many  of  whom  we  were  astonished  to  find,  had  never  been  to  a  live  Show  in 
an  evening. 

The  members  of  the  W.V.S.  organised  a  Christmas  Party  on  the  last  Social 
Meeting  of  the  Club  before  Christmas,  and  this  also  was  a  great  success. 

During  the  year  it  was  evident  that  members  were  interested  in  handicrafts  and 
the  Divisional  Health  Committee  gave  permission  for  the  Clinic  Centre  at  Barnton  to 
be  used  for  the  formation  of  a  Handicraft  Group.  The  sessions  are  arranged  for 
alternate  Thursdays  to  the  Social  Club,  the  first  being  held  on  19th  March,  1964. 

We  were  extremely  fortunate  in  obtaining  from  the  Education  Department  the 
services  of  Mrs.  J.  Curbishley  (a  Handicraft  Teacher),  and  membership  of  the 
Handicraft  Group  was  made  open  to  all  members  of  the  Highfield  Social  Club.  The 
list  of  handicrafts  is  varied  and  members  of  the  Group  can,  if  the  products  of 
their  labours  are  sold,  retain  the  profit.  One  of  the  most  satisfying  features  of 
the  Highfield  Club  is  the  many  personal  friendships  which  have  arisen  between  not 
only  the  Club  members  themselves,  but  between  members  of  the  Club,  W.V.S.  and  the 
Divisional  Health  Staff. 

Since  their  inception  my  Chief  Clerk  has  attended  both  the  Social  Club  and 
Handicraft  Group.  This  has  proved  of  considerable  assistance  to  the  W.V.S.  when 
lifting  severely  handicapped  members  and  it  saves  embarrassment  to  the  male  members 
when  they  need  assistance  with  the  toilet.  This  arrangement  also  proved  to  be  a 
valuable  link  between  the  Club,  myself,  and  the  W.V.S.  Mr.  Whiting  also  undertakes 
instruction  in  metal  work  at  the  Handicraft  Group. 

The  provision  of  transport  for  members  has  presented  the  greatest  problem  in 
running  the  Social  Club.  It  was,  however,  eased  to  some  extent  by  the  advent  of 
the  special  vehicle  which  was  brought  into  operation  by  the  County  Council  in 
June,  1964.  This  vehicle  has  a  hydraulic  tail  lift  which  enables  members  to  be 
lifted  in  their  wheelchairs  straight  into  the  vehicle.  The  W.V.S.  members  driving 
their  own  cars  and  conveying  the  more  ambulant  members,  have  carried  out  a  marvellous 
job  of  work,  but  their  resources  are  taxed  each  time  we  have  a  new  member  joining  the 
Club.  By  the  end  of  the  year  they  were  very  near  to  reaching  their  ultimate  in  the 
amount  of  transport  they  could  provide.  In  so  far  as  the  visit  to  the  Zoo  was 
concerned  we  were  fortunate  in  being  able  to  use  the  special  'bus  adapted  for  the 
physically  handicapped,  owned  by  the  Stockport  Corporation  Welfare  Department. 

On  29th  October,  over  250  people  attended  the  Official  Opening  of  the  Social 
Club.  Lady  Verdin  kindly  accepted  the  invitation  to  perform  the  Opening  Ceremony, 
and  in  her  opening  address  stressed  the  need  for  the  formation  of  a  Mid-Cheshire 
Association  for  the  Physically  Handicapped.  Without  doubt,  the  formation  of  such  an 
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Association  would  be  of  great  benefit,  not  only  to  the  Highfield  Club,  but  to 
the  physically  handicapped  in  general  throughout  Mid-Cheshire.  One  would 
envisage  that  one  of  the  first  problems  for  such  an  Association  to  tackle  would 
be  that  of  transport . 

The  opportunity  afforded  by  the  Official  Opening,  was  taken  to  stage  an 
Exhibition  showing  the  County  Council  Services  for  the  physically  handicapped. 

The  Ministry  of  Labour  also  contributed  an  Exhibition  showing  their  facilities. 
The  members  of  the  Handicraft  Group  displayed  articles  made  by  them,  and 
examples  cf  the  work  carried  out  by  the  trainees  at  the  Adult  Training  Centre, 
Northwich,  were  also  shown. 

Members  from  other  County  Clubs  for  the  physically  handicapped  accepted  the 
Divisional  Health  Committee's  invitation  to  the  Opening,  and  this  concept  of 
inter-Club  visiting  is,  I  consider,  very  important,  as  it  can,  if  reciprocated, 
extend  the  scope  of  future  activities  for  the  members. 

At  their  November  Meeting,  the  Divisional  Health  Committee  recognising  the 
increase  in  work  involved  in  the  provision  of  services  for  the  physically 
handicapped  which  has  taken  place  and  the  vast  scope  for  active  extension  of 
this  service  amongst  the  elderly,  recommended  to  the  County  Health  Committee  that 
an  Occupational  Therapist  be  appointed  for  four  half-day  sessions  per  week. 

CAR  BADGES  FOR  THE  DISABLED  DRIVERS. 


Owners  of  Ministry  of  Pensions  invalid  motorised  vehicles  are  eligible,  on 
application,  to  receive  two  stick  on  car  badges.  This  Scheme  was  introduced 
by  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  an  effort  to  assist  owners  of  such  vehicles  to 
receive  extra  consideration  when  parking. 

SPECIAL  HOUSING. 


It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  Northwich  Urban  District  Council,  during 
the  year,  built  two  specially  designed  bungalows  for  families  of  two  physically 
handicapped  persons. 

Where  it  is  not  possible  to  adapt  the  existing  house  of  a  handicapped 
person  satisfactorily,  the  question  of  re-housing  is  taken  up  with  the  relevant 
District  Council,  these  cases  always  receiving  sympathetic  consideration. 

ADAPTATIONS  TO  PROPERTY. 


The  under-mentioned  adaptions  to  property  have  been  carried  out  during 
1964  -  many  of  the  handicapped  persons  for  whom  these  alterations  were  made  are 
old  age  pensioners  of  members  of  the  Handicapped  Persons'  Club.

DOMESTIC  HELP  SERVICE. 

The  number  of  hours  service  given  in  the  Domestic  Help  Service  has  not 
increased  over  last  year's  figure,  although  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  cases  assisted.  A  factor  which  has  contributed  to  this  position  is 
that  the  condition  of  certain  cases  which  were  receiving  a  large  number  of 
hours  of  service  became  such  that  they  could  no  longer  be  cared  for  at  home 
with  aid  from  the  domiciliary  services,  and  were  eventually  admitted  to 
geriatric  hospital  accommodation. 

A  strong  force  of  domestic  helps  has  been  maintained  during  the  year, 
although  occasional  difficulties  have  arisen  in  engaging  home  helps  in  some 
areas.  We  have  found  that  more  domestic  helps  have  been  recruited  by  advertise¬ 
ments  in  local  shops  rather  than  by  using  the  more  expensive  method  of  local 
press  advertising. 

Our  domestic  helps  have  carried  out  their  routine  duties  conscientiously 
during  the  year  and  the  majority  take  an  active  interest  in  their  patients  far 
beyond  what  is  expected  of  them.

The  conditions  of  the  Scheme  are  as  follows 

(a)  The  service  is  available  to  persons  over  the  age  of  65  years, 
physically  handicapped  persons  and  expectant  mothers  recommended 
for  treatment  by  their  family  doctor  or  the  district  nurse. 

(b)  All  chiropodists  holding  a  qualification  laid  down  in  the 
National  Health  Service  (Medical  Auxiliaries)  Regulations,  1954, 
are  entitled  to  take  part,  giving  treatment  in  their  own 
premises  or  in  the  patient's  own  home. 

(c)  Persons  entitled  to  the  service  may  attend  any  registrable  chiropo¬ 
dist  of  their  own  choice  who  is  willing  to  take  part  in  the  scheme. 

(d)  A  patient  unable  to  travel  to  the  chiropodist's  surgery  may  have 
the  treatment  carried  out  at  home  and  for  this  the  chiropodist 
receives  an  extra  fee. 

(e)  The  Authority  pays  the  whole  of  the  fees  in  respect  of  persons  in 
receipt  of  National  Assistance  benefit  or  whose  sole  income  is 
the  statutory  retirement  pension.

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TRAINING  CENTRES,  NORTHWICH . 


Arrangements  were  made  for  the  Official  Opening  cf  the  Adult  and  Junior 
Training  Centres  on  10th  July,  1964,  and  the  County  Council  were  fortunate  in 
that  Sir  John  Poster,  K.B.E.,  Q.C.,  Member  of  Parliament  for  Northwich,  was  able 
to  perform  the  Opening  Ceremony. 

Adult  Training  Centre. 

The  first  trainees  attended  the  Centre  on  1st  April,  1964,  when  fifteen  boys 
were  admitted,  the  Staff  then  consisting  of  Mr.  Hoult  (the  Superintendent)  and  an 
Instructor.  On  1st  September,  1964,  twenty-one  female  trainees  were  admitted 
under  the  care  of  Mrs.  Smith  (the  Deputy  Superintendent).  By  the  end  of  the 
year  there  were  nineteen  males  and  twenty-seven  females  on  the  Register.  The 
simple  statement  that  "The  first  trainees  attended  the  Centre  on  1st  April"  gives 
no  indication  of  the  considerable  amount  of  work  which  was  necessary  beforehand, 
a  great  deal  of  which  fell  on  the  shoulders  of  the  Divisional  Office 
Staff. 

During  the  initial  months  after  their  opening,  both  the  male  and  female 
departments  concentrated  on  activities  of  a  predominantly  social  and  recreational 
nature,  as  most  of  the  trainees  were  quite  unused  to  being  members  of  a  fairly 
large  social  group.  As  a  result  of  this  preliminary  period  the  trainees  have 
formed  a  very  well  integrated  social  group.  Since  achieving  this  goal 
there  has  been  a  gradual  change  of  emphasis  until  now  approximately  one  third  of 
the  trainees’  time  is  spent  on  social  training  and  recreation,  and  two  thirds  on 
workshop  practice.  Social  Training  is  considered  in  its  widest  context, 

instruction  being  given  in  personal  hygiene,  housecraft,  shopping,  using  the 
telephone  and  recognition  of  socially  useful  words.  In  addition,  the  girls  are 
taught  the  proper  use  of  cosmetics,  how  to  wash  and  set  their  hair,  and  efforts 
are  made  to  develop  their  dress  sense.  The  regular  periods  of  physical 
education,  music  and  movement,  and  games  help  greatly  to  improve  posture  and  co¬ 
ordination.  Advantage  is  also  taken  of  the,  in  some  cases, remarkable  sense  of 
rhythm  of  the  sub-normal, and  regular  sessions  of  relaxation  whilst  listening  to 
music  are  held,  together  with  the  use  of  background  music  during  sessions  in  the 
workshops.  Each  lunchtime  the  trainees  dine  together  and  afterwards  have 
supervised  games,  or  "shake"  to  the  large  collection  of  pop  records  available  in 
the  Hall.  I  could  not  mention  lunch  without  paying  tribute  to  the  consistent 
excellence  of  the  meals  produced  by  the  kitchen  staff  under  the  supervision  of 
Mrs.  Brown  our  cook.  Each  Friday  afternoon  both  departments  join  together  and 
have  a  recreational  session  when  the  trainees  play  table  tennis,  badminton, 
draughts  etc. 

In  considering  the  use  of  contract  work  considerable  thought  is  given  to  its 
training  potential  as  it  can  make  a  considerable  contribution  to  the  trainees' 
manipulative  skill,  co-ordination,  number  sense,  and  powers  of  concentration  etc. 
Unfortunately  the  Mid-Cheshire  area  is  dependent  predominantly  on  one  basic 
industry  and  the  difficulties  of  finding  suitable  work  are  considerable.  The 
contracts  undertaken  at  present  in  the  Centre  consist  of  making  wire  loops, 
putting  screws  into  electrical  components,  renovating  cardboard  boxes,  making  mops, 
and  supplying  firewood  to  the  Clinics  in  the  Division,  and  the  female  department 
has  just  obtained  a  contract  packing  and  sealing  dishcloths  in  polythene  bags.  I 
think  the  Superintendent  is  to  be  congratulated  on  his  efforts  in  obtaining  these 
contracts. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  the  boys  are  receiving  instruction  in  simple  wood¬ 
work,  upholstery  and  polishing,  with  a  view  to  producing  on  a  commercial  scale 
when  the  recently  installed  woodwork  machinery  is  fully  operational  such  items 
as  stools,  tables,  deck-chairs,  clothes  maidens,  tea-trollies  etc.  With  the  aid 
of  the  Instructors  extremely  satisfactory  prototypes  have  been  produced  by  breaking 
work  down  into  its  basic  units.  In  this  way  articles  of  a  high  standard  can  be 
produced  it  obviously  being  both  desirable  and  necessary  that  they  should  compete 
in  both  quality  and  cost  with  articles  produced  commercially. 

The  girls'  main  activities  in  the  workroom  have  centred  on  soft  toy  making, 
embroidery  and  knitting,  and  articles  of  high  standard  have  been  produced.  Their 
department  has  two  sewing  machines,  one  a  simple  hand-operated  type,  on  which  the 
girls  receive  their  initial  training,  one  of  their  tasks  being  the  making  of 
gingham  work  aprons  for  their  own  use.  Two  girls  have  progressed  sufficiently 
to  use  the  ' Slant -0- Mafic'  machine. 

A  cheque  for  £250  was  presented  by  the  Northwich  Branch  of  the  National 
Society  for  Mentally  Handicapped  Children.  Hart  of  this  donation  has  been  spent 
on  the  installation  of  an  amplifier  system  throughout  the  Centre. 
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Junior  Training:  Centre. 


The  Junior  Training  Centre  was  opened  on  13th  April,  1964,  with  forty-eight 
children  and  three  Staff  (consisting  of  a  Supervisor  and  two  Assistants),  three 
weeks  later  a  third  Assistant  Supervisor  joined  the  Staff. 

The  infant  and  junior  groups  are  run  on  nursery  and  early  infant  lines  with 
the  emphasis  on  learning  through  play  and  free  activity.  In  the  senior  group 
(l2  to  16  year  olds)  the  emphasis  is  on  fostering  social  competence  in  order  to 
help  the  children  be  as  independent  as  possible .  Instruction  in  simple  number 
concepts,  money  values,  time-telling  and  writing  is  given,  together  with  practice 
in  recognition  of  a  "social  sight  vocabulary"  of  words  useful  both  inside  and  out¬ 
side  the  Centre. 

Practical  craft  instruction  is  given  in  simple  housecraft,  sewing,  knitting, 
embroidery,  gardening  and  the  use  of  simple  constructional  apparatus.  Physical 
education  plays  an  important  part  throughout  the  Centre.  This  includes  music  and 
movement,  dancing,  games,  simple  gymnastics  and  the  use  of  apparatus  such  as  the 
climbing  frame;  these  activities  contribute  greatly  to  the  posture,  co-ordination 
and  inherent  sense  of  rhythm.  Plenty  of  opportunity  is  given  for  imaginative  work 
such  as  art,  also  drama,  mime  and  music.  The  children  gave  a  very  successful 
performance  at  Christmas  of  "Hansel  and  Gretel"  in  mime  to  music,  and  a  Nativity 
Play, to  a  large  audience  of  parents  and  friends. 

During  the  summer  two  students  from  the  National  Association  for  Mental  Health 
Diploma  Course  worked  at  the  Centre  during  their  teaching  practice.  Miss  Gordon, 
the  Advisory  Mental  Welfare  Officer,  Ministry  of  Health,  also  visited  during  the 
summer  term. 

A  cheque  for  £250  was  presented  by  the  Northwich  Branch  of  the  National  Society 
for  Mentally  Handicapped  Children,  it  being  suggested  by  the  Society  that  the  money 
should  be  used  to  purchase  a  new  piano  and  other  items  of  extra  equipment  which 
included  a  climbing  frame,  multi-purpose  unit,  balance  bar,  paddling  pool,  sand-tray 
for  outside  use,  a  wigwam  and  sufficient  wood  for  four  plant  troughs  (which 
were  made  by  one  of  the  parents) .  These  facilities  have  been  of  considerable 
benefit  to  the  children,  and  the  generosity  and  interest  of  the  Society  is  greatly 
appreciated.  The  remainder  of  this  gift  was  put  towards  the  Summer  Outing  to 
Southport  on  17th  July,  1964.  It  was  a  very  happy  day  made  possible  to  a  great 

extent  from  the  funds  raised  at  a  Coffee  Evening  organised  by  a  group  of  parents. 

A  gift  of  £5.5.0d.  was  also  received  from  the  Inner  Wheel ,  Northwich. 

The  children  had  a  Christmas  Party  on  22nd  December,  1964,  and  the  proceeds  of 
a  further  Coffee  Evening  together  with  a  grant  from  the  County  Treasurer  paid  for 
the  party  and  refreshments  for  parents  and  friends,  and  also  ensured  that  there  was 
a  gift  for  each  child.  The  Centre  was  visited  by  Father  Christmas  who  distributed 
the  gifts.  The  final  Christmas  entertainment  was  a  show  of  children's  films. 

In  1963  a  projector  was  presented  to  the  Local  Society  for  Mentally  Handicapped 
Children  by  the  Castle  Branch  of  the  Friends  of  the  Spastics  for  use  by  the  Social 
Club.  The  Society  was  of  the  opinion  that  this  equipment  should  be  used  to  its 
utmost,  and  loaned  it  to  the  Junior  and  Adult  Training  Centres  for  their  use.  In 
the  autumn  of  1964  a  cine  camera  was  presented  to  the  Society,  again  by  the  Castle 
Branch  of  the  Friends  of  the  Spastics,  and  this  camera  also  has  been  made  available 
for  use  in  both  Training  Centres  when  required. 

A  Social  Club  has  been  held  fortnightly  on  Tuesday  evenings  at  the  Junior  Centre. 
This  is  a  joint  effort  and  is  run  by  the  Supervisor  of  the  Centre  together  with 
Members  of  the  National  Association  for  Mentally  Handicapped  Children.  Children 
over  twelve  from  the  Junior  Centre  and  a  number  of  younger  trainees  from  the  Adult 
Centre  living  in  and  around  Northwich,  attend  the  Club.  The  necessary  transport  is 
kindly  provided  by  members  of  the  Rotary  Club  and  other  interested  people.
